|HE nature and design of a book of this 
kind is so obvious that it does not need 
an introduction, and not being willing to 
subject myself to comments upon the vanity of 
authorship, or compilation, I offer this, my first 
essay, to an indulgent public. Having seen, with 
deep regret, the wholesale sacrifice to the god of 
mammon of those grounds which have been con- 
secrated by Bishops as the resting-places of all 
that remained of our mortal bodies, I have endea- 
voured, by the employment of my spare hours, to 
save from the wholesale destruction which is now 
going on, some of the inscriptions of the noted 
families buried in my native parish. 

I am fully aware of the shortcomings of this 
volume, but have spared no labour to make it as 
perfect as possible; and although some errors may 
have crept in, I offer it as a labour of love of 

many years. 
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I have to express my sincere thanks to the 
Rev. W. Arrowsmith, M.A., Vicar of Old St. Pan- 
eras, for his kindness in affording me unlimited 
access to the church and churchyard of Old S. 
Pancras, for the preservation of which he has 
fought, with time and money, against those who 
would have sold it to a railway company. I am 
also indebted to the works of the Rev. S. Lysons, 
in assisting me to know whose stones to search 
for. My thanks are also due to Mr. W. Griggs, 
of the India Museum Dep6t, for the photo-litho- 
graphs by his patent process. My obligations are 
also due to the kind friends who have so willingly 
subscribed, and thus enabled me to present this, 
my first volume of the Epitaphs of Middlesex, to 
the public.

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INTRODUCTION. 



THE old parish church of S. Pancras is situated 
in the Old S. Pancras Road, running from 
Battle Bridge, or King's Cross, in front of the Great 
Northern Railway, to Kentish Town, through what 
was known as the King's Road, and coming out at 
the Castle Tavern, which stood at the corner of 
Water Lane. 

It is supposed to have been erected in the twelfth 
century. In the records belonging to the Dean and 
Chapter of S. Paul's, there is noticed a visitation 
made to this church in the year 125 1, wherein is 
stated " that it had a little belfry, a good stone font 
for baptisms, and a small marble stone to carry the 
Pax." 

Weever, in his " Funeral Monuments," speaks of a 
wondrous ancient monument in this church, by tradi- 
tion said to belong to the family of Robert Eve and 
Laurentia, his sister, daughter of Francis, son of 
Thomas Eve, clerk of the crown. The family of 
Eve were of great antiquity in this parish. In the 
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X Introduction. 

year 1252, King Henry III. granted leave to Thomas 
Ive to enclose a portion of the highway adjoining to 
his mansion at Kentish Town. On the north wall 
is a monument of Purbeck marble, with an elliptical 
arch, ornamented with quatrefoils, to the family of 
" Gray," of Gray's Inn. The inscription and arms 
are obliterated. 

The rectory of S. Pancras was valued at thirteen 
marks per annum in 1327. It appears by the visitation 
of the church in 125 1 that the vicar had all the small 
tithes, a pension of £$ per annum out of the great 
tithes, four acres of glebe, and a vicarage house near 
the church. 

Richard Cloudesley, of Islington, by will, dated 
13th January, 1517, 9 Henry VIII., gave as follows: 
" Item — I give and bequeath t6 the Church of 
S. Pancras, two torches, price xivrf., and two poor 
men of the same parish two gowns, price the piece 
vij. viiirf. Item — I give and bequeath to the priest 
of the church aforesaid xxrf., to ye intent yt he 
shall pray for me by name openly in his church 
every Sunday, and to pray his parishioners to pray 
for me and forgive me, as I foi^ive them and all 
the world." 

From the certificates of the commissioners for dis- 
solving colleges and chantries, in the first year of the 
reign of King Edward VI., it appears that John 
Morrant gave unto the parson and churchwardens of 
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Introduction. xi 

S. Pancras, for the intent that they should keep an 
obit* yearly, for ever, four acres of meadow ground, 
called Kilbomecroft, valued in 1547 at sixteen shil- 
lings per annum, whereof, at the obit, twelve shillings 
was to be given to the priest, and four shillings to the 
poor in recreation. 

In the inventory of the ornaments^ jewels, and 
bells belonging to the parish church of S. Pancras in 
the Fields, Kentish Town, made the 12th of March, 
3 Edward VI., mention is made of " a hearse cloth of 
sattyn of Brydges, and four standards for the hearse 
of latten." 

Phillis Oldernshaw, wife of William Oldernshaw, 
gent., of Tottenhall Court, in this parish, gave, the 
9th day of February, A.D. 1627, a black cloth for 
ever, to be laid on the poor deceased people of this 
parish, without fee, and all others to pay for the use 
of it to the churchwardens. 

Mrs. Rose Knightly, of Green Street, Kentish 
Town, gave, the 2Sth day of September, 1632, to this 
parish for ever, a fair gilt plate, to be only used for 
the bread at the Holy Sacrament, in the same parish. 

At a vestry held 12th July, 1721, it was agreed 
and ordered that a new pall should be bought at 
the joint charge of the minister and the parish, ac- 

* The anniversary of any person's death was called the obit, 
and to observe such day with prayers and alms, or other 
commemoration, was called keeping the obit. 
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cording to the custom of this parish, and that the 
fee for this new pall should be as usual, viz,, ten 
shillings for a foreigner and five shillings for a 
parishioner; and that the fee for the old pall, for 
the use thereof, should be half of the other; that 
the profits of these palls should be equally divided 
between the minister and the parish; and that the 
clerk, for his taking care, carrying, and bringing home 
of the same (the palls being kept at his house) shall 
have a shilling out of every ten or five shilling fee ; 
and that all foreigners shall, as much as possible, be 
obliged either to use one of these palls or pay the fee 
aforesaid. In pursuance of the above order, a new 
pall was bought at the joint expense of the minister 
(the Rev. E. De Chair*) and the parish, and cost 
£17. IDS. 6d. 

The vicarage is rated in the king's books at £() per 
annum; in 1650 it was valued at £2^) an augmenta- 
tion of ;^50 per annum was at that time voted by the 
committee. 

The earliest date of the register of baptisms and 
marriages is 1660 ; that of burials, 1668. It is to be 
feared that for several years the registers, particularly 
those of baptisms, are incomplete.

In the sixteenth century, Norden, in his account of 
the parishes of Middlesex, describes it "as standing 
solitary, as utterly forsaken, old, and weather-beaten, 
which for the antiquity thereof is thought not to yield 
to S. Paul's, in London. Folks from the hamlet of 
Kentish Town now and then visit it, but not often, 
having a chapel of their own. When, however, they 
have a corpse to be interred, they are forced to leave 
the same within this forsaken church or churchyard, 
where it resteth as secure against the day of resurrec- 
tion as if it lay in stately S. Paul's." 

It was usual formerly to perform divine service at 
this church only on the first Sunday in each month ; 
at other times in Kentish Town chapel. This ar- 
rangement was sufficiently convenient before the 
great increase of buildings on the south side of the 
parish. Divine service is now held at S. Pancras 
three times every Sunday. The present highly- 
respected vicar is the Rev. W. Arrowsmith, M.A, 

The old church remained in much the same shape 
as when seen by Norden (with the exception of 
thorough renovation and slight alterations) until 
1848, when it was altered and partly rebuilt, from 
the design and under the direction of Mr. A. D. 
Gough, architect, of Lancaster Place. The old 
church had no galleries, and the accommodation was 
limited to about 120 persons. By the enlargement 
and reconstruction, sitting room is now provided for 
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SOO persons. The exterior is entirely faced with rag 
stone, principally obtained in rough unhewn masses 
from the old tower, removed to effect an elongation of 
the church, so that no new stone of this description 
was required; but the old stone which had existed for 
many centuries in the fabric was re-worked and re- 
applied to the entire casing of the structure through- 
out The ornamental details are executed in Caen 
stone, entirely new. 

The arrangement of the church, as now restored, 
consists of an elongation westward; a new tower 
occupying a central position on the south side of that 
part which constituted the old church; and a stair 
turret in a corresponding position in that, which is 
entirely new. The west front and tower are the main 
features of the structure. Of the interior, its fittings 
are those of the old structure, retained, altered, and 
adapted to the present church. The oak carvings of 
Gibbon's time have been preserved and applied, the 
whole being treated as the furniture of the church 
rather than as part of the structure itself. The lower 
part of the tower opens into the cross gangway of the 
church, and is applied to the purposes of a baptistry. 
The organ occupies a position in the west gallery. 
In the western gallery are introduced two stages, one 
slightly elevated above the other, the latter being 
appropriated to children only. Narrow galleries on 
the north and south sides are so arranged as to afford 
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further accommodation, and, receding towards the 
east end leave the pulpit and reading-stand on either 
side, and the chancel open and unobstructed. The 
windows of the chancel are entirely filled in with 
stained glass. The east window consists of three 
compartments, the subjects being the crucifixion in 
the centre, and effigies of S. Peter and S. Paul, on 
either side respectively ; and on the windows of the 
north and south sides of the chancel are representa- 
tions of the conversion of S. Paul, and his appear- 
ance before Agrippa. The small circular windows 
have the emblem of the Trinity, the Agnus Dei, the 
Alpha and the Omega ; and the sacred monogram is 
emblazoned on the stone work within the head of the 
chancel arch. The large wheel window in the west 
front is also filled in with stained glass. 

An old altar stone, found during the progress of 
the works, has been preserved and inlaid, slightly 
raised above the chancel flooring. The many sepul- 
chral monuments create great interest, having been 
carefully restored and refixed as nearly as possible in 
their original positions. The restoration and fittings 
cost between two and three thousand pounds. 

The churchyard was closed in 1850 by Act of Par- 
liament. 

It is lamentable to see the dilapidated state of 
the monuments in this ground, belonging to wealthy 
and well-known families, which for a few pounds 
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might be restored and made a credit to the church- 
yard. 

In 1868 the Midland Railway Company made a 
cutting through the churchyard and a viaduct over, 
which was strenuously opposed by the Rev. W. 
Arrowsmith, M.A., but unsuccessfully, to the lasting 
disgrace of all concerned in this sacrifice of God's 
Acre.

* Obadiah Walker, clerk, buried Feb. 2, 1699. Obadiah 
Walker was born at Wosperdale in Yorkshire, and received his 
education at University College, Oxford, of which he afterwards 
became Master. In the year 1687, by virtue of letters patent 
from King James, he set up a press, for the avowed purpose of 
printing books against the Reformed Religion. The patent 
specifies the names of the books (many of which were written 
by his deceased friend Abraham Woodhead), and exempts him 
from any penalties to which he might be subject by the statutes 
against Popery. The number of copies to be published of each 
work is limited to 20,000 within the year. He procured also 
other letters patent, by which he and some fellows of his college 
were excused from attending the public service of the Church. 
Under the sanction of this authority, he opened a chapel for 
Mass within the walls of the college. Upon the arrival of 
William the Third, following the example of his_royal patron, 
he abdicated his headship, and went to London, where he passed 
the remainder of his days, and died in the month of January, 
1699, aged 86.

♦ A learned Divine, bom at KSnigsberg, in Prussia, in the 
year 1666. He received his education at that place, where his 
father was professor of divinity and history; Having deter- 
mined to quit the Lutheran religion on account of some points 
of conscience, he hesitated for some time in his choice, and at 
length determined to embrace that of the Church of England ; 
for which purpose he came to this country in 1695, bringing 
with him very strong recommendations to the King, who 
assigned him a pension of ;£ioo per annum, to enable him to 
pursue his studies. He soon afterwards entered into priest's 
orders in our Church. He published " Spicilegium SS. Patrum, 
or the Lesser Works of the Fathers and Heretics of the Three 
First Centuries," &c., &c. There is a monument to this emi- 
nent Divine in Westminster Abbey, with the following inscrip- 
tion, which has occasioned it to be said that he was buried 
there: —

On the eve 
of the Revolution, though a member of the Church of England, 
he strenuously attached himself to King James's interest, and 
wrote the first pamphlet which appeared against the Prince of 
Orange. He first published a collection of essays upon various 
subjects, also a translation of Moreri's Great Dictionary, &c., &c. 
In 171 3 he was consecrated a Bishop by the Non-Jurors. He 
died on the 26th of April, 1726.

The place of 
her birth is uncertain, but is supposed to have been at a farm 
in Epping Forest. At an early age she engaged herself in the 
occupation of tuition, for which she was eminently qualified. 
Unhappily, her sentiments on religious subjects were most 
exceptional, and she had imbibed principles hostile to that 
system which has been long established for the regulation of 
civil society. It was well, therefore, that after a few years she 
declined the employment of tuition, and confined herself to her 
pen. Having a contempt for the institution of marriage, she 
entered into a connection with Mr. Imlay, an American mer- 
chant, whom she met at Paris in 1792, and made with him a tour 
in the north of Europe, of which she gave an account in an 
interesting volume of letters in 1796. In consequence of the 
desertion of this gentleman, she resolved upon destroying her- 
self (having failed in the attempt a few months before) ; she went 
by water from London Bridge to Putney, and deliberately jumped 
off Putney Bridge in the month of October, 1795. She was 
baffled in her attempt this time ; her clothes having buoyed her 
up, she was rescued 'by some watermen. In July, 1796, Mrs.

Having finished his studies, he was 
introduced to Louis XV. by Prince de Conti, who presented him 
with a cornetcy of dragoons. Soon after this he received an 
appointment in the office of Monsieur Bertier de Savigny, In- 
tendant of the GeneraHt^ of Paris. Having displayed consider- 
able ability, he was rapidly raised to a position of distinction 
and received the Croix de St Louis. Having been appointed 
Charge d' Affaires, and afterwards Minister Plenipotentiary to the 
British Court, he was not allowed to enjoy the distinction long, 
an unfortunate quarrel with Comte de Guerchy suspended his 
ministerial functions, and was the cause of his future misfortunes 
throughout his life. He died in Millman Street, at the south-east 
boundary of this parish.

Governor Wall, buried January, 1802 * 

* At the end of January, 1802, the mortal remains of Governor 
Wall were interred in the churchyard of St. Pancras. No stone 
marks the resting-place of this unfortunate man, who, was tried 
at the Old Bailey on January 20, 1802, and found guilty of the 
murder of Benjamin Armstrong, by having inflicted upon him 
800 lashes with a rope, at the garrison at Gorree, upon the coast 
of Africa, July, 1782. He was apprehended under a warrant 
from the Privy Council, in 1784, and was sent to Reading Goal, 
from which he escaped, and fled to the Continent. He remained 
in exile for twenty years, occasionally visiting this country. He 
came finally to England in 1797. In January, 1802, he wrote to 
the Secretary of State to say he was ready to give himself up if 
he should send for him. He was apprehended in Upper Thom- 
leigh Street, Bedford Square, where he lived under the name of 
Thompson. When Wall ascended the scaffold, accompanied 
by the Rev. Ordinary, there arose three successive shouts from 
an innumerable populace, the brutal but determined efliision of 
or^e common sentiment, for the public indignation had never 
been so high for very many years. The body, after being dis- 
sected at a building in Cowcross Street, was consigned to his 
relatives upon the payment of fifty guineas to the Philanthropic 
Society.

* Mr. Charles Grignion, who flourished in this country as an 
historical engraver for upwards of half a century, died at 
Kentish Town, in his 94th year. He had the good fortune to 
pass a portion of his early youth at Paris, in the study of the 
celebrated Le Bas ; and though his stay with that artist was but 
short, yet it was of sufficient duration to enable him to imbibe 
such sound principles as laid the foundation of a style at once 
energetic and elegant. Having commenced }iis career in this 
school, he could draw as well as engrave ; and as he possessed 
that rare talent in his art, the power of giving a free and faithfid 
translation of a picture, the quality and cast of his productions 
were bold and original. His engraving was not an imitation of 
Audran, of Edelinck, or of Frey ; it was the emanation of a 
natively-vigorous mind, skilfully directed by a familiar study of 
the ablest models. His best works not only possess, in an 
eminent degree, whatever constitutes character and expression 
(as the print he engraved from one of Hogarth's series of Elec- 
tion Pictures abundantly proves), but they partake of that 
curiosa felicitas — that happy carelessness of execution, which is 
as much a characteristic beauty in the style of painting or en- 
graving as it is in that of poetry. As Mr. Grignion advanced 
in life, his pure, old-fashioned style was superseded by a more 
imposing — a more finished, but a less intelligent manner. This 
revolution in engraving threw him into obscurity, and reduced 
him to poverty ; but a few artists and lovers of art, to whom his 
virtues and his talents were equally dear, by a prompt and effi- 
cient subscription, smoothed the path of his declining age, and 
enabled him to close his days in the bosom of his family, with a 
contented and grateful mind.

Soon after he was 
appointed to the living of Blagdon, in Somersetshire ; he was 
then appointed to Venn-Ottery, with Harpford, in Devonshire, a 
small parish near Sidmoutb. This post he exchanged, in 1768, 
for the rural parish of Broad Hembury, near Honiton, in Devon- 
shire, a living which he retained until his death. In the year 
1775, he was compelled through ill-health to come to London 
and became preacher at Orange Street Chapel, Leicester Square, 
for a short time. On Sunday, June 14, in the last stage of con-

He alfo diftinguifhed himfelf moft brilliantly in the 

Action of the Eutwas, where he rallied a Portion of the 

Troops that had left the field, attacked the Enemy, 

recovered from them the Artillery they had taken, 

and purfued them until recalled by fuperior Orders. 

By a rapid and unexampled March, he relieved the 

Garrifon of Fort Augufta, which at the .Time 

was befieged, and in mofl imminent Danger; And on 

every Occafion where he could exert himself 

he difplayed a Zeal, Intrepidity, and good Conduct, 

which procured him the Approbation and Friendship 

of his Commander in Chief, the late Marquis Cornwallis, 

and all the Officers of Diftinction with whom he ferved. 

To his Gallantry and good Conduct as a Soldier, 

were added every Virtue that could adorn a Chriftian 

and a Gentleman in focial life, which has been fully 

teflified by the Feelings expreffed at his Death 

by all thofe to whom he was known. '
